COLUMBUS -- Three days 
to Mother's Day (May 7,), a 
Columbus man, despondent 
over being unemployed for so 
long, shot his mother to death 
and dragged her to a garage 
behind their Northside home, 
Columbus police said.

COLUMBUS -- Perhaps 
winning a national industrial 
design competition was a natu- 
ral next step for Vince Haley, a 
December 1986 graduate of 
Ohio State University. 

As a freshman, Haley, of 374 
E. 13th Ave., was building cars 
and running his own car resto- 
ration and conversion busi- 
ness. 

He built a replica of a 1929

member in the College of Bus- 
iness. He also built a sporty 
two-seat pickup truck out of a 
Trainsam as a conversion kit 
design project for an exporter. 
The vehicle was shown in sev- 
eral auto shows in Norway and 
was featured in a Norway 
automobile magazine.

Haley's mobile leg exerciser 
consists of a boot mounted on 
a portable microprocessor 
unit. The machine, which 
independently supports the 
weight of a patient's leg, con- 
tains a computer, program 
panel, power source and a 
patient remote.control unit 

The exerciser functions by 
moving a curved flat rod att- 
ached to the boot to flex the leg 
of a patient in a hospital bed. 
Flexing the leg can be. pro- 
grammed to take from one to 
15 minutes. The machine pro- 
vides continuous passive 


suffering loss of mobility 
because of diseases such! as 
polio. 

“Traditionally, therapists 
administered this sexercise 
manually, often spending 
hours at a time with one 
patient,” says Haley “HOow~ 
ever, through the use of the 
mobile leg exerciser and 
microprocessor technology, 
an exercise session can be 
preprogrammed and con- 
ducted automatically.” 

The patient's role is passive, 
while the device provides the 
movement, says Haley. This 


frees the nurse's or therapist's © 


hands, enabling the person to 
care for several patients more 
efficiently. With the remote 
control, the patient can stop or 
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reverse the device if it is 
discomforting. 

Haley designed and built the 
device fora class project on the 
theme of exercise physiology. 

Haley says that he realized 
he needed additional skills 
when he built the ‘Mercedes. 
“That's when | became inter- 
ested in industrial design. | saw 
that other things were neces- 
sary to initiate and complete a 
project.” / 4 

Koncelik, who was ‘Haley's 
academic and program 
adviser, says that although 
Haley entered Ohio State with 
poor grades, he had lots of 
enthusiasm. That and his talent 
as a skilled craftsman and 

model maker led Koncelik to 


admit him to the design.

attending college must begin 
earlier, perhaps in the sixth 
grade, so they are ready to take 
a college preparatory curricu- 
lum when they reach high 
school. In addition, parents 
need to be informed about col- 
lege opportunities for their 
children. 
* "We believe many families 
decide very early that their 
sons and daughters cannot go 
to college for financial rea- 
sons," Bishop sal. “Those 
messages are given in subtle 
terms, butin regular terms. that 
college immediately after high 
school is not for you. We'd like 
to reverse that perception.” 
Bishop considered a posi- 
tion at Ohio State for several 
reasons, not the least of which 
was that his wife, Rudine Sims 
Bishop, is a professor of edu- 
cation at the university. “We 
did not like commuting a thou- 
sand miles every weekend,” he 


said. " 


A second factor was the 
commitment of Ohio State to 
“increasing the number of 
Blacks going to colleges and 
universities,” he said. 

“The third factor was the 
quality of the team of individu- 
als who work -here within the 
president's and provost's 
staffs. They are all very dedi- 
cated, very intelligent, very 
personable.” 

Brand said that Bishop is dis- 
tinctly qualified to fill the spe- 
cial assistant pesition 

“Through his work in higher 
education and government, Dr 
Bishop has shown the ability 
and dedication that will be 
necessary to meet the chal- 
lenge of attracting minority 
students to college,” Brand 
said. “He will make a vital con- 
tribution to our minority affairs 
program.” 

Bishop has been vice pro- 
vost at Penn since 1983. In that 
position, he is responsible for 
managing a division that My 
$12 million annual budget, 
halls. He supervises offices 
that handle minority student 
programs, financial aid, dormi- 
tories, academic support, stu- 
dent activities and other major 
programs. 

Bishop began his career as 
anassistant professor of chem- 
istry at Atlanta University from 
1963 to 1964. In 1965, he went 
to the Massachusetts’ gover- 
nor's office, where he worked 
on the Employee Survey of 
State Agencies. In 1965, he was 
named the governor's Secre- 
tary of Intergroup Relations. In 
that position, he served as a 
liaison with human rights and 
minority group organizations 
and initiated steps to improve 
job opportunities for minorities 
in state agencies. 

From 1969 to 1978, Bishop 
worked at the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology. He 
began as an assistant to the 
dean for student affairs, then 
was promoted to assistant 
dean and later associate dean 
for student affairs 


Bishop was dean of students 
at Amherst College from 1978 
until he went to Penn in 1983.

FAA recruiting 3,000 
traffic controllers 


The FAA intends to hire 
3,000 Air Traffic Controllers to 
fill Tower, En Route Center, 
and Flight Service Station 
Positions throughout the Uni- 
ted States before Dec. 31, 1987, 
according to an FAA official. 


The Federal Aviation Admin- 
istration, now facing a critical 
shortage of skilled air traffic 
controllers in a time of increas- 
ing air traffic (up 12 percent in 
1986), recently began a 
national advertising campaign 
to recruit qualified candidates 
for air traffic controller posi- 
tions. Since the highly contro- 
versial October, 1981 strike, in 
which 11,500 controllers were 
fired, only 7,000 have been 
replaced. 


In a recent television news 
broadcast featuring FAA 
spokesperson Carolyn Hoh- 
mann, it was reported that the 
FAA intends to test 100,000 
applicants within the next few 
months. Although applicants 
are usually assigned a specific 
examination date, walk-in test- 
ing is now being offered in

Help for Black males 


Sen. William F. Bowen (D- 
Cincinnati) is introducing legis- 
lation which is of vital impor- 
tance to the Black community; 
he is calling on the legislature to 
create a task force to study the 
plight of Black males. 

The plight of young Black 
males in America --.and in Ohio 
-- is both frightening and devas- 
tating. The baseline unemploy- 
ment rate for Black males 
between 16 and 24 is over 40 per- 
cent, and it rises as high as 60 
percent and more in some 
severely impacted areas. Some 
studies have shown dropout 
rates in majdr cities, such as 
Cleveland, of up to 50 percent. 

Such lack of education and 
long-term joblessness breeds a 
host of problems, including drug 
addiction, poverty and crime. 
Indeed, the greatest cause of 
death among young Black males 
is murder. 


As Senator Bowen has pointed 
out, the conséquences of a fail- 
ure to. act on such a frightening 
problem will affect everyone, 
Black and white. Nationwide, 
and in Ohio, Blacks are over- 
represented in the welfare sys- 
tem and the prisons: indeed, 
almost 50 percent of the state’s 
prisoners are Black, compared to 
a Black population of 11 percent.

The Democratic-controllied 
Ohio House of Representatives 
has done what should have been 
unthinkable: drastically cut aid 
and support for the state's minor- 
ity business assistance program. 
Now. we are hoping that the 
Republican-controlled Senate 
will recognize the folly of that 
approach and restore the fund- 
ing for the program . 

The Minority Development 
Financing Commission's loan 
program was not extravagantly

national, and state, economy by 
the underutilization of this 
untapped human resource. 
According to:National Urban 
League President John Jacob, a 
significant portion of those 
entering the workforce in the 
next 15 years will be representa- 
tives of minority groups.

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Tough sledding 


It's already been a tough year for Blacks in the state's biennial 
budget. Unless there is significant help from an unlikely source 
--the Republicans of the Ohio Senate -- it will get worse. 

The state budget situation was defined earlier by Gov, Richard F 
Celeste, when he proposed a budget which incorporated the smal- 
lest rate of growth in a quarter-century -- and was only about to 


meet that reduced level by the addition of over $100 million in 
Proposed new taxes.

; The budge called for no increase in education spending -- the 
first time this had happened within anyone's political memory 
Human service spending would be tightened, and one of the major 
expenditure increases -- over $100 million -- would go to fund the 
expansion of the state's prison’ system 

But this tight budget was carved even more by the House of 
Representatives. There had been one continued bright spot in the 
Celeste budget: continued increases ir. funding for the state's 
economic development programs, such as the Minority Develop- 
ment Financing Commission's loan programs, and the creation of 
a new program to provide “mini-loans” for working capital for 
small businesses 


In speeches around the state, Celeste had pledged that such a 
fund would target 50 percent of its loans to minority and female- 
owned businesses. 

However, funding under the mini-loan program was completely 
eliminated, and funding under the Minority Development Financ- 
ing Commission's loan programs was cut in half, from $6 million 
for the biennium to $3 million 


One area where new dollars were committed in the House was in 
health care. State Rep. Ray Miller was able to permanently create a 
task force which would study the state of health care in minority 
communities, and provide grants for innavative programs to 
address health care disparities in minority communities. 
However, these and other programs are endangered in the Ohio 
Senate. Republicans, who control the upper chamber, are loudly 
saying that more money needs to be committed to education. Such 
a push, while seemingly admirable, will probably disproportion- 


ately benefit the rural and suburban school districts from which . 


most of the Republican legislators come, and not the urban school 
districts; there has already been no change in the ald funds which 
go exclusively to urban school districts. 


Itappears that Republicans would put any increase in funds into 
the standard school fund which is alloted by formula. 

Where would the funds for such an increase come from? Some 
legislators feel they will come from areas, such as human services 
and economic development, which have been the lynchpin ofa 
strategy to help develop and sustain minority communities. 

But the Black legislators are not standing back. Efforts are 
already developing to lobby the Senate against further cuts in such 
programs, and in behalf of restoration of various programs.

Recognizing this truism, agroup 
of prominent independent busi- 
ness and civic leaders have come 
together as the Council tor the 
Economic Development of Black 
Americans. a private, nonpartisan, 
biracial group. . 


We call our campaign for equal- 
ity "Buy Freedom * This campaign 
1s based on faith in God and sound 
economics : 


The Buy Freedom drive seeks no 
funds from the government, It is 
neither a boycott of non-Black 
firms nora political movement; nor 
is it anti-White or anti anyone else 

We are simply using the present 
system, with all ‘of its faults, to 
improve the aggregate condition 
of Black Americans The struggle, 


you might say, has moved from the 
streets to the suites. 

As the success of our Buy Free- 
dom effort becomes apparent, | 
hope that it will become obvious 
that freedom can be bought--if 
you know how. 


Let me offer two examples. The 
first is an example of how we can 
remain in the condition we're in. 

Rick. Singletary opened the 
largest Black-owned supermarket 
in the country in Columbus, Ohio- 
-a spectacular $4.4 million opera- 
tion. He had worked for a major 
grocery chain for 14 years and 
started his own store with his life 
savings, a government-insured 
loan and his mother’s -avings. 

He located Singletary Plaza 
mart in the Black community. 


Blacks in Columbus spend $2.5 
million a week for groceries. Sin- 
gletary needed a $200,000-a- 
week volume to keep 130 Black 
people working. The effort to get 
Blacks to spend $200,000 of their 
$2.5 million a week was unsuc- 
cessful. 


Asa result, Rick Singletary went 
bankrupt, lost his life savings, his 
mother's savings and 130 Black 
people lost their jobs. 

The second example is Ray 
Mott, owner of Video Channel, a 
Washington, D.C., video rental 
chain. 


He posted a staggering 1600 
percent profit increase at one of 
his four stores, primarily due to the 
intlux of Buy Freedom customers. 
Mott has posted a combined profit 
increase of 713 percent over 1985 
sales. 

Mott will open five new stores 
‘within the next 12 months and will 
hire an average of seven Black 
people per store. That means new 
jobs, produced by Blacks for 
Blacks, and employed men and 
women who can head new 
families. 

Jobs, simply put, are created 
where money is spent (invested) 
“it you want freedom,” | say to my, 
people, “buy it!"

Remember Vincent Chin

Let's play pretend. 

Let's imagine that a white man 
got into a fight with two Asian- 
Americans who then beat the 
white man to death with a baseball 
bat. Let's also pretend that the two 
Asian-Americans were brought to 
trial and given only a fine and pro- 
bation because they were 
“responsible” citizens and the 
judge felt nothing would be served 
by jailing them. 


If you find this scenario too diffi- 
cult even to imagine, it is under- 
standable. For it is inconceivable 
that the defendants, as described, 
would get off under these 
conditions. 


Now, let's return to reality...and 


. switch the race of those involved. 


For, such a murder was commit- 
ted, But the man beaten to death 
was 27-year old Vincent Chin, an 
Asian-American. And his at- 
tackers were two white men, 43- 
year old Ronald Ebens and his 23- 
year-old step-son, Michael Nitz. 

The two white men set upon Mr. 
Chin, following-an-argument, out- 
side a Detroit restaurant in June of 
1982. Mr. Chin, an engineering 
drattsman, had been celebrating 
with friends as he was to be mar- 
ried two days later. 


Mr. Ebens and his son had ear- 
lier shouted “Chink” and “Nip” at 
Mr. Chin. They then cornered Mr. 
Chin in the parking lot of the res- 
taurant and, according to one 
eyewitness, an off-duty police 
officer, Mr. Ebens repeatedly 
smashed Mr. Chin over the head 
with a baseball bat. 


“If you find this scena- 
rio too difficult even to 
imagine, it is understand- 
able...it is inconceivable 
that the defendants ... 
would get off under these 
conditions.” 


Mr. Chin died four days later. 

That's when the courtroom high 
jinks began. The two men were 
allowed to plead guilty to the 
lesscr charge of manslaughter and 
both men were then placed on 
probation and fined $3,000. 


They never served a day in jail. 

Why, you might ask, were they 
not jailed? Why were they not 
charged with first degree murder?. 
Because, explained Judge Cha- 
rles Kaufman, the sentencing 
judge in the case, “We'regatking 
here about a man (Mr. Ebens) 
who's held down a responsible job 
with the same company for 17 or. 
18 years and his son who is 
employed and is a part-time 
student.” 

Then, added Judge Kaufman, a3 
if his previous statement were not 
damning enough, “You don't make 
the punishment fit the crime; you 
make the punishment fit the crimi- 
nal.” In other words, it's okay to 
batter a man to death as jong as 
you have a good employment 
record and, of course, as long as 
the attacker is white and the victim 
is Asian-American...or African 
American, or Hispanic American, 
or Native American.

After Judge Kaufman freed both 
men, the national Asian-American 
community became licensed, as 
did many others committed to jus- 
tice. As a result of the mobilization 
around the case, a federal civil 
rights indictment was obtained. 

The verdict in the ensuing fed- 
eral trial was recently handed 
down: Ronald Ebens was acquit- 


ted, yes, acquitted of the murder. 
Keep in mind now, both Ebens and 
his son admitted from the begin- 
ning that they had killed Mr. Chin. 
Yet, they are now free and walking 
eround,.just agross town from the 
home of the Chin family. 

Mr. Chin's mother has been des- 
cribed as “utterly devastated by 
the decision” and now fears for her 
life. 


What happened to Vincent Chin 
should never be forgotten. As the 
recent Howard Beach incident did 
for African Americans, the Chin 
murder will, hopefully, bring Asian 
Americans and others to reso- 
lutely take a stand against the 
escalating violence now stalking 
the Asian American community on 
a national level. 


The general permissiveness 
toward racism shown by the Rea- 
gan Administration has thus 
touched not only African, His- 
panic and Native Americans, but 
Asian Americans as well. 


And across the board, this rising 
tide of racial violence has forced 
our communities to organize 
themselves and to unite across 
racial and ethnic lines. 


As Atty. James Shimoura of 
American Citizens for Justice in 
Detroit noted, ‘We know that 
unless we organize to combat this 
violence, there will be more and 
more Vincent Chins. And,” he 
added, “we know that many others 
are with us,” 


“The general permis- 
siveness toward racism 
shown by the Reagan 
Administration has thus 
touched not only African, 
Hispanic and Native 
Americans, but Asian 
Americans as well.” 


It is up to all of who are commit- 
ted to justice to join with progres- 
sive members of the Asian Ameri- 
can community. We must 
challenge this racist violence 
which threatens not only racial 
and ethnic communities, but the 
nation as a whole.

Let's reason about Supreme Court and congressional sex and 
race quotas. But let's do it in @ scientific way by searching for 
general principles. : 

To help us in our expedition into the sex and race thicket, let's 
not talk about Equal Protection and the Civil Rights acts of 1984 
and 1965, Instead, let's reason it out using the First Amendement, 
which states that Congress shall not abridge our free exercise bf 
speech, religion or right of assembly, and the Second Amendment, 
which guarantees our right to own guns.

The Supreme Court, by a slim 
5-4 majority, left standing state 
death penalties that have been 
proved to result in discriminatory 
sentencing. 

It was a shameful decision that 
violates common sense and con- 
stitutional guarantees of eque@t 
protection of the laws, as well es 
the constitutional ban on crueland 
unusual punishments. 

The case involved a Georgia 
Black man sentenced to death 
under that state's laws. A study of 


_ the death penalty in Georgia found 


6 clear relationship between the 
sentence and the race of the 
victim. ~ 

Where a murder victim was 
white, only 11 percent of those 
charged with the killing—and 22 
percent of Blacks accused of kill- 
ing whites--were sentenced to 
death, But where the victim was 
Black, only one percent were 
sentenced to death. 

Those statistics demonstrate 
clear bias--murders of Biacks are 
considered less serious and less 
worthy of the ultimate sentence 
than murders of whites. The find- 
ings are replicated by other stu- 
dies of the death penalty in other 
states. 


The Court's minority found the 
evidence compelling. Justice 
Brennan noted that the studies 
prove that the race of the victim is 
the single most important factor in 
imposing the death penalty. 


The Georgia case illustrates 
that. The study of Georgia's death 
sentencing experience weighted 
230 factors. Applied to the case 
before the Court, the probability 
was that had the defendant been 
white, he would not fave. been 
sentenced to death. 

Previous decisions by the Court 
said that the death pensity was 
constitutional but only if imposed

Now the 
Court's majority says that sedtenc- 
ing discrepancies are inevitable. 

The Court's irresponsible atti- 
tude toward irrational sentencing. 
is matched by its irresponsible atti- 
tude toward the racial discrimina- 
tion so amply proved by the statis- 
tical studies placed before it. 


In effect, the majority: said: 
“Well, the statistics show that 
Blacks are more likely to get the 
death sentence, but we can'tapply 
those findings to any sppcific 
case--you have to prove digerimi- 
nation by the judge or jury.” 

That's an impossible standard— 
and the Justices, who are not dim, 
must know it. 


It’s hard not to feel that, there 
was @ hidden agenda behifd the 
Court's decision. Justice Powell, 
author of the majority opinion, 
writes that if the Georgia defend- 
ant’s claim of racial disparity in 
sentencing is upheld, then sen- 
tencing for all kinds of crimes 
would be under a cloud if they too 
show racial disparities. i 


And anyway, Powell writes, 
don't bring these inequities to a 
court. They're something for legis- 
latures to deal with. ‘ , 

That abdication of the responsi- 
bility to safeguard constitutional 
protections is indefensible. tf 
racial disparities exist in sentenc- 
ing, then they are unconstitutional 
and the Court should say so. 


When constitutional rigtits are 
violated, courts should corréct the 
violations, not pass the blck to

Black America will face its 
greatest challenges approach- 
ing the year 2000 despite the 
progress made over the past 20 
years, according to Dr. Harry 
Edwards, associate professor 
of sociology at the Univeristy of 
California at Berkeley. The 
fault for this situation, Edwards 
says, rest within Blacksociety 
itself. 

Edwards first entered this 
center of controversy during 
the 1968 Mexico City Olympics 
when he led the Black boycott 
to protest the exploitation of 
Black athletes by universities, 
the media and the general 
society. 

He was in Columbus Wed- 
nesday, (May 6) to address the 
crisis of the Black male in 
America and the future of 


Black society during. a three- 
jay syan by } 
hio State University. ** 


Edwards says that' drugs, 
crime, substandard education 
and sexual promiscuity areeat- 
ing away at the very core’ of 
Black America> 

“We must recognize. the 
situation of Black deterioration 
is in worse shape Since. the 
emancipation proclamation,” 
Edwards said. 

“We have to get serious in 
terms of what we are about,’ 

Edwards said the chances 
are good that by the year 2000. 
70 percent of all black men will 
either be in jail, dead, drug 
addicts or alcoholics. 

“We are not prepared intelli- 
gently, culturally or institu- 
tionally to keep Black men 
alive,” he said. Edwards said 
from preschool on, Black men 
are more likely to be putin a 
lower-quality situation sys- 
tematically induced by white 
college education professors 


Edwards noted statistics that 
he said could actually result in 
a missing link within the Black 
generation such as 

--The chances are 1 in 29 
that a Black man will become a 
murder victim compared to the 
1 in 124 ratio for Black women. 

--The leading cause of death 
of Black men aged 15-24 is 


homicide. 

--94 percent of Black men 
murdered are killed by other 
Black men. 

--50 percent of all Black 
children are born out of wed- 
lock, which Edwards said is a 
moral, not racism problem. 

--Black' women enroll in col- 
lege at disastrous levels higher 
the Black men. 

--Drug continue to infiltrate 
the entire population. 

€dwards said that institu- 
tional programs such as wel- 
fare and affirmative action are 
bad for Black America because 
welfare creates a situation 
were the government‘will pro- 
vide a mother with food, shelter 
and a monthly stipend as long 
as there is no male head of 


* lhousehold, therefore deterio- 


ating the Black family. 

“The idea that affirmative 
action is going to save us is 
nonsense,” Edwards said. “As 
\ ce as the masses are con- 

cned, affirm 

terly irreleva’ 
te = 

Edwards asked what sense 
does it make if corporations 
indeed open jobs specifically 
for minorities if candidates are 
not even able to read an 
instruction manual. 

“We are unprepared because 
our priorities are totally and 
completely messed up,” said. 

Edwards, who helps draft 
players for the San Fransico 
49ers said jokily that in the last 

\ draft 67 percent of the players 
taken were Black, and that not 
one was an affirmative action 
player. 

Edwards affirmed that 
Blacks excell in sports, not 
because they are inherently 
superior to others, but because 
that’s were there minds are. 

He said, there is no excuse 
why Blacks can't excell in other 
arenas. Edwards said even 
peuple of other nationalities,” 
who have been in America a 
short time, are ahead of us 
because their families are 
committed to academic 
excellence. 

Edwards said thereis not one 
area where Blacks have made 
significant gains except in pro- 
fessional sports. He said the

The report shows some evi- 
dence that Black children were} 
more likely to be supervised by} 
a parent if they lived ings 
married-couple households 
than in households maintained 
by women alone--78 percent 
versus 75 percent.

About 75 percent of White 
youths also were supervised by 
a parent after school.

1988 (before they can get their 
foans)?" Dickey asked. 

“These are the only eco- 
nomic development programs 
in the entire state for minori- 
ties, Dickey noted, arguing 
that the cut would be disas- 
trous for minority business. 

The House had argued that 
the MDFC had been unable to 
spend all of its available funds: 
in the past. However, Dickey 
hatthere 
is currently only $700,000 in 
unallocated funds in the pro- 
gram, The commission had 
faced some problems of staf- 
fing and retention of its 
members, which have appar- 
ently been resolved, Dickey 
said. 

Dickey also expressed con- 
cern that the reduction of the 
funding would impact minority 
business opportunity because 
of the unique nature of many 
minority businesses. 

“Alt of the other state financ- 
ing programs don't do retail 
and service companies,” 
Dickey asserted, noting that 
most minority companies are 
in those areas. Thus, the loss of 
funds in the minority business 
program would mean the elim- 
ination of opporténity for many 
minority companies to expand 
their businesses. 

The Black Elected Demo- 
crats of Ohio is attempting to 
rally support in behalf of the 
program from minority busi- 
nesses and concerned individ- 
uals around the state. A release, 
from the organization likened 
the slice to the incidents in 
Forsyth County, Ga. and How- 
ard Beach, ‘N.Y. as part of a 
“recent manifestation of 
racism, American syle.”

hen New York City’s jetsetters and high-powered 

executives want to relax and enjoy a weekend or a few 

weeks in the sun by the seashore in the summer, they 
take off to the fashionable Hamptons, a cluster of small towns and 
villages on the extreme eastern end of Long Island, a narrow. 
100-mile-long strip of land that juts out from the city straight into 
the Atlantic Ocean. 

These quaint towns, many of which have a history that dates back 
to the 17th Century, contain the summer homes of some of the 
world’s most wealthy individuals. 

The area has remained a choice location for vacation homes 
because of its close proximity to the sea, its privacy and a minimum 


of commercial development. 
Thousands of acres of virgin forest still line the coastline, despite 
its nearness to the most highly developed city in the world. 
The vast majority of the summer residents of the Hamptons are 
white. However, nestled in the center of the Hamptons in a tiny, 


steadily growing since then. 

Many of the most influenti black families on the East Coast have 
their summer homes in Sag Harbor. Some of the more well-known 
individuals include, Earl Graves, the publisher of Black Enterprise 
Magazine; noted black novelist William Demby, author of ‘Love 
Story Black;"" supermarket chain executive Bruce Llewellyn, the 
CEO of Fedco, a chain of 28 stores in New York City and William 
Pickens, Ill, a founding trustee and secretary of the United States- 
Japan foundation. 

Other influential residents include prominent judges, doctors, 
lawyers and business owners. However, not all of Sag Harbor's black 
residents are wealthy. 

Many of them are middle-class working people who worked hard 
over the years to be able to afford a place in the sun and surf away 
from the headaches and pressures of big city life. 

One thing that makes Sag Harbor different from most of the

Bullen likes Sag Harbor so much that he retired 
in the village four years ago. 

The village's black neighborhoods are divided into six main sec- 
tions: Sag Harbor Hills, Azurest, Ninevah (these three areas are on 
or adjacent to the waterfront), Chatfield’s Hill and Eastville, an 
historical black community, which dates back to the whaling days 
of the 19th Century. 

The oldest development, with the exception of Eastville, is 
Azurest, which began to be populated shortly after World War Mu, 
when a white real estate developer, of Huntington, L.I., sold the 
property between the village's main road, Highway 114. and the 
beach, an area of about a square mile, to three black families from 
N.Y.C. — the Smith’s, the Terry's and the Spaulding’s. 

These three families, in turn, sold the land to several other black 
families. News about the resort was spread primarily through word 

of mouth. 


Sag Harbor Hills, Ninevah and Chatfield's Hill, two neighborhoods 
adjacent to Azurest, were developed inthe same manner. People 
who owned property there would invite friends out for weekends, 
and they would end up purchasing land and homes. “'I'came out here 
for a'look, liked it and decided to buy a house," Bullen remarked. 

The village's newest black neighborhood. Hillcrest Terrace, is cur- 
rently being developed by the same method. The houses in Hillcrest 
Terrace and the other four developments are very modern in style. 
They range in size from two-bedroom vacation type cottages to 
five-and six-bedroom luxury homes. 

Most are situated on at least a half-acre of land, and range in price 
from $50,000 to over $300,000. \\ 

By contrast, many of the homes in the nearby areas of Easthamp- 
ton, Southampton and Bridgehampton range in price from $100,000 
to $2.5 million. 

Eastville, a black neighborhood closer to the village's downtown 
than the other black areas, is an area rich in history. Eastville was 
settled by blacks who came to work in Sag Harbor during the mid- 
nineteenth Century, when the village was a thriving whaling port. 

George E. Finckenor, a local historian, explained that whaling 
crews often contained significant numbers of Africans, who were 
prized for their ability as harpooners. 

Many of these Africans decided to remain in the area, where they 
married women from Long Island's Shinnecock Indian tribe. Runaway 

slaves and fugitives from wrecked slave ships also settled there. 

Currently, Eastville, with its picturesque colonial homes and A.M.E. 
Zion Church, which dates back to the 19th Century, is still a black 
area. St. David’s A.M.E, Zion Church, which was built in 1840, was 
recently granted landmark status on the National Register of Historic 

+ Places. There are undocumented reports that St. David's was a stop 
on the Underground Railroad. 

During the winter months, all of Sag Harbors black areas have 
a very low population, with only 100 or so residents remaining in 
their homes, As soon as the weather begins to warm in the early 
Spring, the area begins to come alive. 

By July, the homes, beaches and streets are filled with "’summer 
ming, riding in their boats and fishing irLong Island's productive ocean 
and bays.
